A.  All parental rights are exclusively reserved to a parent of a 6 

minor child without obstruction or interference from this state, any 7 
political subdivision of this state, any other governmental entity or any 8 
other institution, including: 9 

1.  The right to direct the education of the minor child. 10 
2.  All rights of parents identified in title 15, including the 11 

right to access and review all records relating to the minor child. 12 
3.  The right to direct the upbringing of the minor child. 13 
4.  The right to direct the moral or religious training of the minor 14 

child. 15 
5.  The right to make all health care decisions for the minor child, 16 

including rights pursuant to sections 15-873, 36-2271 and 36-2272, unless 17 
otherwise prohibited by law. 18 

6.  The right to request, access and review all written and 19 
electronic medical records of the minor child unless otherwise prohibited 20 
by law or unless the parent is the subject of an investigation of a crime 21 
committed against the minor child and a law enforcement official requests 22 
that the information not be released. 23 

7.  The right to consent in writing before a biometric scan of the 24 
minor child is made pursuant to section 15-109. 25 

8.  The right to consent in writing before any record of the minor 26 
child's blood or deoxyribonucleic acid is created, stored or shared, 27 
except as required by section 36-694, or before any genetic testing is 28 
conducted on the minor child pursuant to section 12-2803 unless authorized 29 
pursuant to section 13-610 or a court order. 30 

9.  The right to consent in writing before this state or any of its 31 
political subdivisions makes a video or voice recording of the minor 32 
child, unless the video or voice recording is made during or as a part of 33 
a court proceeding, by law enforcement officers during or as part of a law 34 
enforcement investigation, during or as part of an interview in a criminal 35 
or child safety services investigation or to be used solely for any of the 36 
following: 37 

(a)  Safety demonstrations, including the maintenance of order and 38 
discipline in the common areas of a school or on pupil transportation 39 
vehicles. 40 

(b)  A purpose related to a legitimate academic or extracurricular 41 
activity. 42 

(c)  A purpose related to regular classroom instruction. 43 
(d)  Security or surveillance of buildings or grounds. 44 
(e)  A photo identification card.  45 
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10.  The right to be notified promptly if an employee of this state, 1 
any political subdivision of this state, any other governmental entity or 2 
any other institution suspects that a criminal offense has been committed 3 
against the minor child by someone other than a parent, unless the 4 
incident has first been reported to law enforcement and notifying the 5 
parent would impede a law enforcement or child safety services 6 
investigation.  This paragraph does not create any new obligation for 7 
school districts and charter schools to report misconduct between students 8 
at school, such as fighting or aggressive play, that is routinely 9 
addressed as a student disciplinary matter by the school. 10

C.  Any attempt to encourage or coerce a minor child to withhold 20 
information from the child's parent, INCLUDING INFORMATION THAT IS 21 
RELEVANT TO THE MINOR CHILD'S PHYSICAL, EMOTIONAL OR MENTAL HEALTH, is 22 
grounds for discipline of an employee of this state, any political 23 
subdivision of this state, any other governmental entity or any other 24 
institution, except for law enforcement personnel.

D.  Unless those rights have been legally waived or legally 26 
terminated, parents have inalienable rights that are more comprehensive 27 
than those listed in this section.  This chapter does not prescribe all 28 
rights of parents or preempt or foreclose claims or remedies in support of 29 
parental rights that are available under the constitution, statutes or 30 
common law of this state.  Unless otherwise required by law, the rights of 31 
parents of minor children shall not be limited or denied.

(m)  The right to public review of courses of study, textbooks and 44

(o)  Policies related to parental involvement pursuant to this 3 
section. 4

INCONGRUENCE OR THE TRANSITION OF THE STUDENT TO A SEX OR GENDER DIFFERENT 39

THIS SUBSECTION, "EMPLOYEE" INCLUDES A PERSON WHO PROVIDES CERTIFIED OR 41 
CLASSIFIED SERVICES TO THE SCHOOL DISTRICT AS AN EMPLOYEE OF A THIRD-PARTY 42 
CONTRACTOR. 43 
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F.  A PUBLIC EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION MAY NOT WITHHOLD OR CONCEAL 1 
INFORMATION FROM, OR FACILITATE, ENCOURAGE OR COERCE A STUDENT TO WITHHOLD 2 
OR CONCEAL INFORMATION FROM, THE STUDENT'S PARENTS ABOUT ANY OF THE 3 
FOLLOWING:  4 

1.  THE STUDENT'S CURRICULAR OR EXTRACURRICULAR PROJECTS, 5 
ASSIGNMENTS OR ACTIVITIES. 6 

2.  THE STUDENT'S PHYSICAL, EMOTIONAL OR MENTAL HEALTH. 7 
3.  THE STUDENT'S PURPORTED GENDER IDENTITY OR REQUESTED TRANSITION 8

DESIRED BY THE PARENT, THE PARENT IS ENTITLED TO A MEETING WITH THE 13 
SUPERINTENDENT OR PRINCIPAL TO DISCUSS THE COMPLAINT.  THE SUPERINTENDENT 14 
OR PRINCIPAL SHALL INVESTIGATE THE COMPLAINT AND RESPOND TO THE PARENT IN 15 
WRITING WITHIN FOURTEEN DAYS AFTER RECEIVING THE COMPLAINT AND DESCRIBE 16 
THE ACTIONS THAT WILL BE TAKEN TO REMEDY THE COMPLAINT. 17
